The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 1 recites, "wherein the recording means records, at a predetermined 
position of the first sector, format information indicating that compressed data is 
recorded in the second sector in accordance with the second format, and records, at a 
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predetermined position of the third sector - position in which format information 
indicating the first format is recorded in the case where the data is recorded in 
accordance with the first format, position from the leading address of the first sector- 
format information indicating the first format," which is a unique feature that is not 
disclosed by prior art. Thus, claim 1 is allowable. 

Claims 3 and 4 are allowed for at least the same reason as discussed in claim 1 . 

Claim 2 depends from claim 1. For that reason, claim 2 is also allowable. 

Claim 5 depends from independent claim 4. For that reason, claim 5 is also 
allowable.
